Hot Springs, Ark., February 21. — .Ucrtiiess on the 
l)art of the Oaklawn oflic*lals prolmbly preventeil 
the running of a “ringer’’ here. For several days 
Judge Bryan has been steadily investigating into 
the ownership and eonneotlons of a horse stal)led 
at Oaklawn as 'J'be Rake. The horse was brought 
here from Meuiiibis by Jack Tliornby and registered 
w’lth the secretary as being owned by A. J. Poin- 
dexter, who, it is alleged, bears an unsavory repu- 
tation and is also km»wn by the name of Dexter, On 
Dexter’s arrival. Chief of Detectives Shevlin of this 
city had him “mugged” and his picture was addeil 
to the collection in the local rogues’ gallery. 

The horse registered here as The Rake has jicrfect 
eyesight, whereas J. O. Keene, who at one lime 
owned The Rake, declares positively that that 
animal was nearly’ blind in his left^ye, having in 
addition a cataract and a white film which almost 
»*overed the entire oi)tic. The horse was taken in 
charge by Pinkerton officers and placed in one of 
the stables where he will be guarded itending further 
investigation. 

Jack Thomby disclaims connection in the affair 
and said that while in Memphis about a week ago 
he was asked to take charge of the horse and ship 
him here. His instructions w’ere to register the 
horse as The Rake and owned by A. J. Poindexter. 
These details lie attended to. He Is unaware of the 
horse’s identity, he says, further than what has 
lieeu told him. A significant incident Is that E. E. 
Farley of “ringing” fame, left Hot Springs suddenly 
this tfiorning w'hen it liecanie rumored that the 
judges were investigating the identity of the horse. 

The feature of the racing here today was the vie 
tury of tiiree horses from Jack Keene’s stable, tha 
s«‘vere drubbing the eleven liookmakers got, and 
Rudtke’s riding. The latter was successful on four 
mounts, making a total of fourteen victories in four 
days. The Chicago l>oy is truly in a class by him- 
self here. Fine weather brought out a big attend- 
ance. and the siiort serveii to them was, considering 
the heavy track, close and enjoyable. 



WILL DECIDE THE HUGUENOT CASE TODAY. 



Brooks Case Is to Be Heard Next Wednesday — Hon- 
orable Horsemen Aghast at Ascot Conditions. 



Los Angeles. Cal., February 21. — No action was 
taken in The Huguenot “doidng” east* today. .1. J. 
McCafferty asked Judge Hamilton until tomonow to 
file his defense. Md’afferty denies tiiat lie gave 
the horse a stimulant of any kind and will tile 
atlidavits from all his stable help that nothing was 
given to the horse by them. The subjec t is a matter 
of keen interest among horsemen here. Itr. W. E. 
D. Morrison, who is assistant state veterinarian. Dr. 
W. A. Connolly and Dr. Young, have filed affidavits 
that tii« horse was suffering from a drug and imwer 
ful heart stimulant, but were unable to state when 
the drug was administered. A decision will, in all 
probability, be given out tomorrow. 

This case, coupled with the “do|ting” of Arrah 
Gowau at San Francisco, lias aroused the iiidigiiatiou 
of the better class of horsemen here and they hope 
some decisive action will lie taken to completely 
eradicate this nefarious practice which has lately 
throw’u the sjiort into disrepute in California.

— Lady Navarre 
showed herself to Ik* of genuine Der4*y calilier when 
she met De Reszke at his favorite distance, seven 
furlongs, gave him weight in his own going and beat 
him dei’ibively. All the horsemen who saw her rac 
ing in the east have l>eeu preilictlng she would 
be the one they would have to lieat in the Derby 
and her race today indicated as much. She show'ed 
fine Sliced, raced right along in front with Fargo and 
Collector Jessup and w’hen Sewell called on her at 
the three-eighths iiost, she went aw'ay from the 
others like a flash. C. R. Ellison is said to have 
backed her heavily throughout the country, althougii 
he did not bet much on her here.

WILLIAMS’ HORSES ORDERED FROM TRACK. 



Arrah Gowan Declared to Have Been “Doped” — 
Action of Oakland Stewards Sufficiently Lenient. 



San Francisco, t’al., February 21. — The California 
JiK'key Club Stewards issueil a ruling last night 
couched as follows: “The entries of tlie horses of 
S. M. Williams & Co. will be refused and the horses 
owned by that firm are ordered from the Emeryville 
track, the stewards believing that such action is for 
the best interests of racing.” 

Dr. Masaero, the United States government vet- 
erinary surgeon, who had been called in b.v the local 
turf authorities to examine the horse Arrah Ginvan. 
stated in his repia*t that unmistakable evidences of 
“dope” had been found in the animal. This, coupled 
with the generally inconsistent performances of the 
Williams horses, caused the action of thei stewards, 
w'hich was lenient, to say the least. 

Favorites and outsiders fared etiually in this 
afternoon's successes and, notwithstanding the incle- 
ment weather and very muddy track conditions, the 
racing w'as fully up to the standai'd. Frank Kelly* 
sold Ralbert to “Dick” Williams for $1,000. The 
lattM* shortly afterward sold him to C. C. McCaf- 
ferty.

MAKE BETS ON RACE TO TEST MISSOURI LAW. 



Prcsecuting Attorney at Kansas City, However, Re- 
fuses to Order Arrests — Officials to Force Case. 



Kansas City, Mo.. February 21. — The first step 
to test tlie (xuistitutiouality of the anti-racing 
law passed at the last session of the Missouri legis- 
lature. was taken this afternoon at Elm Ridge Park. 
One race was decided with the lietting features, 
but Prosecuting Attorney Kimbrell decideil to take 
no notice of the affair and the matter now re- 
mains the same as before the race. Bookmaker 
Charley Oldham received seven bets and telephoned 
the same to Kansas City, Kansas, for registration. 
The bets were made by C. C. Christie, formerly 
president of the Joi-key Club. 

“They can have all the fake iac*es they want to.” 
said Prosecuting Attorney Kimbrell tonight. “1 
will pay no attention to the so-calleil test case, 
but 1 will wait until spring and if the.v attempt to 
give a real race luecling with the lietting features. 
I will see that the law is enforced and they w'ill 
liave plenty' of time to test the law then. 1 have 
consulted with Attorney -General Hadley and Gover- 
nor Folk and will follow their advhre.”

Three Winners From Corrigan Stable at City Park — 

Monacodor Ordered Withdrawn Because of Fever. 

New Orleans, La., Feliruary 21. — To*lay was Cor- 
rigan day at City I'ark. Three of the afteriitKin’s 
winners — Creel, Kargut and Goldie — carrieil the 
“green and white sash” to victory. Creel and Goldie 
were w’ell backeil favorites, while a lilieral pri«-e 
ciaild ahvays lie obtained alsiut Kargut. His vic- 
tory was sometliing in the nature of a surprise. He 
was in with a lot of fast sprinters and the distance 
was considered a bit ttMi short for tliis well bred sou 
of Kinley .Mack and Briar Sweet. Kargut is a solid 
i-olt built on massive lines and in all his races here 
this winter he gave one the impression that he fan- 
cied a long route. He is .Mr. Corrigan’s main re- 
liance for the City I’ark Derby to be run Man-h 17 
and is being gradually screwed up for that fixture.
